The proposed change to claim 38 raises 1 12 issues since at lines 7-10 two different "line segments" are claimed, at line 7 "two 
adjacent line segments" and at line 8 "adding line segments", thus at line 10 "the plurality of line segments" does not clearly identify the ' 
"line segments" "the plurality of line segments" refers to in this claim. 

The proposed changes to claims 1,19, and 38 appear to give these claims a useful concrete tangible result. The additional 
change to claim 19 appears to give this claim a proper Beauregard format .
